Zacatecas, Mexico, June 20 — Aftet 


four dajs of preliminary ligUtlng the 
final as&ault on Zacatecas took place 
on Xuesdaj, resulting in the capture 
of the city bj tbe Constitutionalists at 
7.30 p. m. 


The dead on the federal side, accord 


ing to official tigures, numbered 4,000 
and 2,000 weie wonuded, while the 
losses to the attacking side were no 
stated defluitely, though General Vills 
estimated bis casualties at 500 dead 
and 800 wounded. The battle Is re 
garded as the most hotly contested o 
the piesent re* olution. Foui teen tbou 
sand fedeials were intrenched in seem 
ingly iiapiegnable positions.

The explosions 
killed many«of our men and destroyed 
part of the city. The dead of the ene- 
my number about 4,000. and there are 
2,000 wounded.

Physicians know that 
spitting on the sidewalk is a prolific 
source of disease. 


Clearfield has an ordinance on the 


statute books which prohibits spitting 
on file sidewalk. This ordinance was 
adopted by borough council in 1908, 
«fac years ago, and if-it has been en- 
forced against offenders since then 
the writer is not aware of ft. The or- 
diance prohibits spitting on the side- 
walk and provides a penalty for viola- 
tion of the law of one dollars for each 
offense. If the fine is not paid within 
ten days after conviction the offender 
may be committed to the lockup for a 
period not exceeding eight hours and 
not less than four hours. 


In nearly all of the cities and towns 


of the state the anti-spitting laws are 
enforced. In those towns (he citi- 
zens are taught to walk to the curb 
and expectorate when necessity de- 
mands, and the sidewalks are free 
from filth of this nature. It would 
require but a few arrests and the im- 
position of but few fines to teach 
those who indulge in the fllty practice 
of spitting on the sidewalks in Clear- 
field to teach them a much needed 
lesson. We refer this matter to Bur- 
gess Callahan.

( We, the undersigned, Commission- 
era of Conciliation, duly appointed by 
the Secretary of Labor, recommend: 


First. That the mines resume at 


once and the scale of 1912 be renewed 
for a period of two years^or the rea- 
son that we do not believe that there 
should be any change made in the 
terms and conditions of that agree- 
ment at this time or under the pres- 
ent business conditions. 


In the event that either party is un- 


willing to adopt this recommendation 
we would then recommend that the 
miners return to work at once uiJder 
the following conditions: 


First. That the same Wages be paid 


as were paid when the mines were 
closed down.

Second. That the operators pay the 


check-off for dues and assessments, 
not to exceed $1.10 in any one month,

Zacatecas, Mexico, June 20 — Aftet 


four dajs of preliminary ligUtlng the 
final as&ault on Zacatecas took place 
on Xuesdaj, resulting in the capture 
of the city bj tbe Constitutionalists at 
7.30 p. m. 


The dead on the federal side, accord 


ing to official tigures, numbered 4,000 
and 2,000 weie wonuded, while the 
losses to the attacking side were no 
stated defluitely, though General Vills 
estimated bis casualties at 500 dead 
and 800 wounded. The battle Is re 
garded as the most hotly contested o 
the piesent re* olution. Foui teen tbou 
sand fedeials were intrenched in seem 
ingly iiapiegnable positions.

dynamiting the postodice, the state 
treasurer's office and the stamp rev- 
enue office buildings. The explosions 
killed many«of our men and destroyed 
part of the city.

Clearfield has an ordinance on the 


statute books which prohibits spitting 
on file sidewalk. This ordinance was 
adopted by borough council in 1908, 
«fac years ago, and if-it has been en- 
forced against offenders since then 
the writer is not aware of ft. The or- 
diance prohibits spitting on the side- 
walk and provides a penalty for viola- 
tion of the law of one dollars for each 
offense. If the fine is not paid within 
ten days after conviction the offender 
may be committed to the lockup for a 
period not exceeding eight hours and 
not less than four hours. 


In nearly all of the cities and towns 


of the state the anti-spitting laws are 
enforced. In those towns (he citi- 
zens are taught to walk to the curb 
and expectorate when necessity de- 
mands, and the sidewalks are free 
from filth of this nature. It would 
require but a few arrests and the im- 
position of but few fines to teach 
those who indulge in the fllty practice 
of spitting on the sidewalks in Clear- 
field to teach them a much needed 
lesson. We refer this matter to Bur- 
gess Callahan.

( We, the undersigned, Commission- 
era of Conciliation, duly appointed by 
the Secretary of Labor, recommend: 


First. That the mines resume at 


once and the scale of 1912 be renewed 
for a period of two years^or the rea- 
son that we do not believe that there 
should be any change made in the 
terms and conditions of that agree- 
ment at this time or under the pres- 
ent business conditions. 


In the event that either party is un- 


willing to adopt this recommendation 
we would then recommend that the 
miners return to work at once uiJder 
the following conditions: 


First. That the same Wages be paid 


as were paid when the mines were 
closed down.

Second. That the operators pay the 


check-off for dues and assessments, 
not to exceed $1.10 in any one month, 
to the treasurer of theLocal Union of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
deducting the same from the wages of 
their employes for whom a scale 
agreement is made,when authority for 
such deduction is made in writing and 
releases the company from liability. 


Third. That a commission consist- 


ing of three persons, one to be se-
